• If the Selectmen "do not listen to you" and 
continue to "enrich out-of-town attorneys instead of town 
employees," they are urged to "remember them on the

"We just wanted to get that information out 
there," Officer Small said. "We don't feel we've been 
negotiated with fairly We just want (residents) to realize 
(this is) costing the taxpayers money" 

Selectmen Chairman Ryan refuted the claims 
made in the flyer noting, for the record, that the Police 
Department has been offered a non-retroactive 3 percent 
increase effective January 1, 2003 and that they've made 
"no compromises" as asserted in the mailing. She also 
said they have only spent some $2,245 on legal fees 
relative to the police contract to date, and she has yet to 
find the town employees who received "five-figure 
raises" in the current fiscal budget. 

Officer Small declined to comment on offers 
which have been made in negotiations, only saying: 
"We're not necessarily in agreement that their (latest) 
proposal was fair." 

He also noted the Police Brotherhood didn't want 
to get into specifics in the mailing they sent out. "We tried 
to keep (the flyer) pretty much generalized," he said. "We 
just wanted to let people know what some of the issues 
are. Our last contract was settled in 2001 and expired June

Yet, some would argue that a bulk mailing 
addressed to town residents is a means of spurring 
discussion of negotiations which are generally kept 
behind closed doors until resolved.

Licciardi, cities and towns should forward these licenses 
to the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety for 
processing.

R.A. Lawrence of the Old Landing Condo Asso- 
ciation sent a letter to the board in their capacity as 
Water / Sewer Commissioners regarding a water bill for 
their complex (238-240 Wareham Street and 15 Creek 
Road). According to Mr. Lawrence, said water service is 
used solely for irrigation and does not flow through the 
sewer system. As such, they are contesting the "sewer" 
portion of the bill which is larger than the "water" por- 
tion. 

In a response memo from Department of Public 
Works (DPW) Secretary Rebecca Carvalho, she noted: 
"Our current policy does not allow teeing off of the 
existing meter and the only way around the sewer charges 
would be to install a well or to apply for a totally separate 
water service from the street." 

Ms. Carvalho said they are contacting area towns 
to see if they allow irrigation systems to be billed sepa- 
rately. 

"Our response to this needs to be the Water/ 
Sewer Department rates are rather neutral — it's not a 
profit-making scheme by any means," Chairman Bryant 
said. "While irrigation systems do not go through the 
sewer system, it is a means of promoting conservation." 

Salvatore F. Battinelli, Trustee of the Allen Street 
Nominee Trust, sent a request for an abatement on a 
water bill recently sent for property located at 36 Allen 
Street. Since this is a vacant lot and the house previously 
located there was moved in 1998, Mr. Battinelli said they 
haven't used the water service since that time. 

But the DPW recommended denying the abate- 
ment request, since the services at that address were never 
properly discontinued. With that, the board unanimously 
voted to deny the abatement request.

Under Old Business, the board discussed the 
proposed naming of "Bindas Way" which, according to 
the recorded deed, was not previously named. With that, 
the board unanimously voted to name it "Bindas Way" as 
requested. 

Under New Business, Selectman Parker said 
she'd like to set up a meeting with the Personnel Board 
and Finance Committee (FinCom) to "identify the role of 
the Personnel Board in making recommendations for any 
salary (hikes) over the one-step increases," she said. "We 
need to discuss this before we get too far into the budget 
process. I think it should be done on a Monday night." 

Selectman Parker said she had concerns over 
giving all non-union town employees a 1.5 percent 
increase for the current fiscal year. In some cases, town 
personnel didn't receive any actual cost-of-living in- 
creases given the hike in insurance rates. "We actually had

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town employees who made less real money this year 
because of insurance costs/ 7 Chairman Ryan said. 

In a related matter, Chairman Ryan noted that the 
Rochester Police Brotherhood mailed out a flyer to 
residents last week taking issue with the ongoing contract 
negotiations between the town and Police Department. 
The one-page flyer announced that the Rochester Police 
have been working without a contract since June and 
claimed the "Rochester Board of Selectmen are not 
bargaining fairly offering a 1.5 percent raise." 

Among the other claims made in the flyer: that 
the Selectmen have been "openly hostile" through the 
negotiation process and have used "intimidation during 
contract negotiations" resulting in a "great legal expense 
to the taxpayers"; that they've paid "tens of thousands of 
taxpayer dollars to attorneys to resist giving police 
officers a fair and equitable contract" when it would cost 
less to agree with the proposed Police Brotherhood's 
proposed salary increase; and that they have "offered 
compromises and the Selectmen offer none." 

Chairman Ryan refuted the claims made in the 
flyer and felt the mailing was "inappropriate" given the 
ongoing contract negotiations. She also noted, for the 
record, that the Police Department has been offered a non- 
retroactive 3 percent increase effective January 1 and that 
they've made "no compromises" as asserted in the flyer. 
Lastly, she said they have only spent an estimated $2,245 
on legal fees relative to the police contract.

CHOOSING A PET BIRD 

I have been thinking about getting a pet bird. How do I decide 
what kind to buy? 

If you have never had a pet bird before I'd recommend start- 
ing with a budgerigar (parakeet) or a cockatiel. They are 
small relatively easy to care for and relatively inexpensive. 

I've always wanted a cockatoo but I don't know too much about 
them. 

Cockatoos are loving gentle birds that require a huge time 
commitment. Owning a cockatoo is like having a perennial 2 
year old child for 50 years. They are often very loud and de- 
structive and may go through phases that make you ques- 
tion your sanity for wanting this bird in your home. Not a 
good choice for an avian novice. 

Is it better to get one bird or to get a pair? 
Birds that live with other birds tend to remain "bird ori- 
ented" and are much more difficult to tame than birds that 
spend lots of time out of their cage with people.

Wrap It Right for Holidays 

Each year, more packages are sent through the 
mail during the holiday season than any other period. 
Careless packaging can cause some to arrive in poor 
condition. The U.S. Postal Service offers the following 
packaging tips to help holiday parcels arrive on time and 
in one piece: 

• Choose a container with care. Whether it's a box, 
tube or padded envelope, make sure the container is 
sturdy enough to handle its contents. If a container is 
reused, make sure it hasn't already made one too many 
trips to go the distance. If you don't have a container you 
can trust, check the local post office for packaging prod- 
ucts designed for safe delivery. 

• Package parcels properly. Make sure to cushion 
the contents well. Using polystyreme "peanuts" or bubble 
wrap will prevent damage to the package's contents. 
Shredded or rolled newspaper or unbuttered popcorn 
also can be used as cushioning material. 

Once a parcel is packaged, seal it tightly with 
reinforced tape. Masking and transparent tapes are not 
sturdy enough to do the job. Check your Post Office, 
office supply or discount department store for tape that 
will do the trick. Do not use twine or cord to seal your 
package, and don't wrap your packages in brown paper.

These items tend to catch and bind in mail processing 
equipment. 

• Pay attention to addressing. Write the complete 
address clearly on the outside of the package. What 
constitutes a complete address? The recipient's name, 
street address (including apartment number), city, state, 
and correct ZIP Code are all needed to ensure a problem- 
free delivery. Carefully print the address and don't use a 
pen with water-soluble ink, just in case the package runs 
into wet weather somewhere along the way. If the pack- 
age is fragile, mark it so. Make sure to include a return 
address. And, just to be on the safe side, include a slip of 
paper on the inside of the parcel with the delivery and 
return address as well. 

• Mail the package on time. No matter how well it's 
wrapped, it's just not the same if a gift is late. Be sure to 
mail packages as early in the season as possible. When 
mailing, consider using Priority Mail, which provides 2-3 
day service. And if time is really getting tight, consider 
using the Postal Service's fastest service, Express Mail, 
which offers next-day delivery by noon to many destina- 
tions, and is delivered 365 days a year with no extra 
charge for Saturday, Sunday or holiday delivery (in most 
areas).

"In taking advantage of the wonderful triumph 
of scientific research and ingenuity which has been 
achieved in perfecting a system of wireless telegraphy, I 
extend on behalf of the American people most cordial 
greetings and good wishes to you and all the people of 
the British Empire. 77 

Later that night came the King's response to

Star Trek: Nemesis. Starring Patrick Stewart and the usual 
crew. Directed by Stuart Baird. Running time: 116 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

What took so long? I mean, I don't care all that much, but 
... it took four years for Paramount to come up with this ? The 
Star Trek movies, in recent years, have been reliable e very- 
two-years affairs; one expected Star Trek: Nemesis, the 
Enterprise's first voyage since 1998, to be something special. 
Bigger special effects? A complex and compelling script that 
required months turning into years of rewrites just to get 
perfectly right? A villain unlike any we'd seen before? A 
pallid rehasn of Star Trek IT. The Wrath of Khan with a side order 
of cloning borrowed from George Lucas? Bingo. 

If you're bothering to read this, you probably know the 
players. Captain Jean-Luc Picard (Patrick Stewart) is prepar- 
ing to bid farewell to Commander Riker (Jonathan Frakes), 
who's assuming command of another ship, and Counselor 
Deanna Troi (Marina Sirtis), who's now married to Riker. 
Data (Brent Spiner) confronts a replica of himself, called B-4. 
And that's about it for the character development this time 
out. Before long, Picard and crew are thrown into the middle 
of a fight between the Romulans (represented by a nearly 
unrecognizable Dina Meyer, from Star ship Troopers) and the 
Remans (represented by a totally unrecognizable Ron Perlman, 
from every film that requires heavy make-up). The instigator? 
Praetor Shinzon (Tom Hardy), a bitter clone of Picard who 
suffered at the hands of the Romulans and now seeks revenge. 

There's entirely too much gum-flapping (especially be- 
tween Picard and Shinzon, as if their animosity were of 
Shakespearean import) and not nearly enough fun, action, or 
tension. You need only look to Star Trek II to see how it should 
be done: with a conflict that counts for something, emotions 
running high, and Ricardo Montalban flaring his nostrils like 
a maddened horse as he steals the movie. Montalban' s Khan 
was sufficiently crazed and blood-lusty to give even the 
complacent Kirk serious pause. The nemesis of Nemesis looks 




like a British chemo patient wearing a Christmas tree made of 
licorice, and if we're meant to sense blood hostility between 
him and Picard, we don't. Shinzon is yet another sneering 
heavy bent on galactic domination. 

Paramount made a grave error in handing the directorial 
keys to Stuart Baird, a former editor turned director of unin- 
spired action flicks (Executive Decision, U.S. Marshals). What- 
ever one thought of the previous two Trek adventures (I liked 
First Contact, yawned at Insurrection), the action sequences — 
courtesy of Jonathan Frakes, who directed like a lumberjack 
— had hair on their chests. Frakes (who was apparently busy 
directing Clockstopvers) brought some red-blooded, meat-eat- 
ing gusto back to the series, which is what these films need if 
they're not to disappear into the ozone of leftover Gene 
Roddenberry Lofty Ideas. Baird takes the franchise back to the 
clunky tedium of Generations, staging endless shootouts be- 
tween one computer-generated ship and another computer- 
generated ship. 

You may have heard two things: one, that a major charac- 
ter dies, and two, that this is reportedly the last big-screen 
voyage for the Next Generation crew. I can't speak to the former 
without indulging in spoilers, though I will say it's the most 
boringly reversible sacrifice in recent memory. As to the latter, 
I certainly hope so. Star Trek has served Paramount long and 
well for almost four decades. As tough as it may be for the 
studio to let go of its final big franchise, maybe it's time. To 
keep it going any longer serves only to keep Trekkie nostalgia 
stoked and Paramount' s coffers full.
